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FOREIGN  NEWS  ON  APPLES 


TEE  BRITISH  APPLE  MARKET 

The  British  market  for  American  apples  during  the  past  week  was 
characterized  by  a  good,  to  active  demand  for  practically  all  barreled  stock 
and  an  improving  demand  for  boxed  varieties,  according  to  quotations  cabled 
by  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  the  Department 1 s  ?ruit  Specialist  in  Europe.  Liverpool 
auction  prices  for  January  26  in  general  show  further  advances  over  the 
relatively  high  level  of  the  previous  week-     New  York  Ben  Davis  was  the 
only  variety  that  brought  lover  prices,  due  probably  to  the  fact  that  the 
condition  of  the  fruit  was  variable,  and  also  because  supplies  of  this  var^- 
iety  -ere  more  abundant  than  for  most  of  the  other  varieties.    New  York 
Rhode  Island  Greenings  once  more  tapped  the  market  in  the  barreled  stock, 
selling  rapidly  at  from  $7.06  to  $7.54  per  barrel,  as  compared  with  a  range 
of  from  iS. 81  to  -.7.30  oer  barrel  last  week.    Washington  Spitzenburgs  took 
first  place  in  the  boxed  lines,  Extra  Fancy,  sizes  163/175,  bringing  from 
$2.92  to  $3.16  per  box. 

There  was  an  active  demand  during  the  auction  for  Rhode  Island  Green- 
ings and  baldwins  from  New  York,  as  well  as  for  Baldwins  from  Massachusetts. 
While  the  first  two  varieties  were  in  moderate  supply,  only  limited  quanti- 
ties of  the  latter  -ere  available.    The  Massachusetts  Baldwins  sold  rapidly 
at  from  $6.57  to  £7.06  per  barrel.     Those  from  New  York  brought  from  $6.33 
to  06.81  per  barrel.     A  good  demand  was  registered  for  Virginia  Yellow  New- 
towns,  Winesaos,  York  Imperials  and  Ben  Davis,  but  there  was  only  a  moderate 
demand  for  Stayman  Winesaos  due  to  the  poor  condition  of  the  fruit.    All  of 
these  varieties  with  the  exception  of  York  Imperials  were  in  light  to  moder- 
ate supply.     York  Imperials  '"ere  in  liberal  supply. 

In  general,  auction  supplies  of  American  apples  in  Great  Britain  are 
moderate,  states  Mr.  Smith.     Stocks  in  the  hands  of  jobbers  and  retailers 
are  light  and  the  demand  is  active  on  high  grade  fruit.    While  the  bulk  of 
the  fruit  offered  on  the  Liverpool  auction  during  the  past  week  '-as  in  good 
condition,  some  lots  "'ere  in  poor  condition,  particularly  Virginia  Stayman 
winesaps,  and  Oregon  Yellow  New towns.     Oregon  Newt owns  are  arriving  overripe 
and  with  a  slight  amount  of  decay.    Recent  arrivals  of  New  York  and  New 
England  Baldwins,  New  York  Ben  Davis  and  Rhode  Island  Greenings  and  the 
Pacific  Northwest  Winesaos,  however,  sho"ed  good  color  and  bright  appearance. 
The  weather  throughout  the  United  Kingdom  during  the  past  week  ,vas  rainy  and 
temperate,  which  condition  is  unfavorable  for  frait  c©nsumpfcien. 

The  Copenhagen  market  shows  considerable  improvement  but  there  is 
still  too  much  l$Jw  .g^rr&te  fruit  on  the  market,  says  Mr.  Smith.
